ICTOR IS VANQUISHED. 
United South Africa has fought its first elec- 

tion, and while Gen. Botha’s policies have been up- 
held, the Premier himself has been defeated. Whea 
Parliament meets the position of the parties will 
be: Nationalists, fifty-two; Unionists, thirty-six; 
Laborites, four; Independents, ten. 
Premier Botha, who won world-wide renown for 
courage and skill displayed during the Boer War, 
will easily find a seat, although he lost in the rum 
ning, and will undoubtedly continue at the head of 
the government. He has a great work to carry out 
in the new commonwealth. Varied questions con- 
front the administration. but the most important is 
that of welding the different races into one great 
people. Boers, Britisherg and natives form the 
three important sections of the population. To 
reconcile their differences and to induce the whites 
to fairly and sympathetica!ly treat the natives is a 
task of vast magnitude, needing not only a soldier's. 
strong, guiding hand, but a statesman’s brain. 
It is interesting to observe that Dr. Jamieson, 
who headed the famous raid which really led to the 
Boer War, was easily elected. He received 1414 
votes, while his opponent polled only 62. Dr. 
Jamieson ig the leader of the Unionist party. Dur- 
ing the campaign he made a remarkable statement 
as to the rea] motive of the raid. He stated that 
its object was to make Lucas Meyer, a Dutchman, 
president of the Transvaa) republic. This will cause 
no little sensation among the group of Little Eng- 
landers who tried to implicate Rt. Hon. Joseph 
Chamberlain in the raid and virtually aceused him 
of fathering it so that England might have an ex- 
euse for war.

HE CRIPPEN CASE. 

mother stage has been reached in the remark- 
‘able case of Dr. H. H. Crippen. . He has been for- 
mally committed for trial in London on the charge 
of murdering his second wife, Cora Belle Crippen, 
an American actress whose stage name was Belle 
Eimore. His stenographer (“typist,” they call her 
in England,) Ethel Claire Le Neve, has also been 
committed to stand trial as an accessory after the 
fact. Her real name is Neve, but her father, years 
ago, adopted the more Frenchified Le Neve, for 
public purposes. He was a railroad man, who be- 
came a teacher of music. Crippen was, alternately 
a doctor, manager of a remedies company, physici 

to an aural treatment concern and a teeth special- 
ist. 

Crippen and Belle Elmore were married in St. 
Louis in 1893, and after a time, went to London. 


as the Crown utor put it at the prelim- 
inary, and always wore much jewelry. After they 
had lived in London about ten years Miss Le Neve 
appeared on the scene, first as Crippen’s stenog- 
rapher, then as his mistress. About the beginning 
of this year friends of Mrs. Crippen noticed that 
she had disappeared: ‘They asked the dentist where 
she was and he said she had gone to California on 
business for him. Ag the weeks passed by and these 
friends heard nothing from Belle Elmore they began 
to become suspicious, They reasoned that if she 
had come to America she certainly would have 
written to them from this side. Late in February 
Crippen committed a great blunder. He took Miss 
Le Neve to a ball attended by several friends of his 
wife and jet her wear. jewelry that had belonged 
to the actress. Crippen was bombarded with ques- 
tions about his wife, but all he could say was she 
was “up in the mountains in the wilds of Cali- 
fornia.” | 

A few days later the doctor brought her down 
from the wilds and informed his friends he had re- 
ceived a cablegram from her saying she was seri- 
ously ill. By this means he paved a way for a 
later announcement that “dear Belle had passed 
away.” When friends asked him for the name of 
the place and the address where she died so that 
they might send an everlasting wreath he remarked 
that it would not be necessary and said the body 
was not to be buried but cremated. 

Some of Belle Elmore’s friends, whom the doctor 
considered unpleasantly officious, were not satisfied, 
and on June 30 one went to Scotland Yard and re- 
ported the disappearance of Mrs. Crippen. The 
inquiry was taken up by Chief Inspector Dew and 
other officers. It was not until ten days later, how- 
ever, that the reporters “got onto” the story and 
world-wide interest was aroused in the case. In 
the meantime Dew went to Crippen’s house and 
found Miss Le Neve there. She told him Crippen 
was at his dentistry office. Surely enough the in- 
spector found his man and got from him a signed 
statement telling of his three years’ intimacy with 
Miss Le Neve and stating that he believed his wife 
had gone to Chicago to join a man “who speculated 
and made money”—quite a rarity. 

On the invitation of Crippen, Dew searched the 
house and ‘found nothing, so returned to Scotland 
Yard. The next morning Crippen got to his office 
earlier than usual and sent a clerk out to buy a 
suit of boy’s clothes. Shortly afterward Miss Le 
Neve came, changed her clothes for the boy’s suit 
and, thus disguised, left with Crippen. From that 
time the pair were not seen until they were traced 
as being on board a steamer bound for Canada, 
Meanwhile, Dew conducted a further search at 
the Crippen residence, and about July 12 discovered 
a battered body in the cellar. The-corpse was mu-

PHOENIX (Ariz.) Sept. 20.—Accord- 
ing to figures compiled by Territorial 
Secretary Young, there is serious 
Goubts whether the $100,000 appropriat- 
ed by Congress for the expenses prelim- 
inary to Statehood will be enough to 
last threugh. The election for delegates 
t the Constitutional convention, held 
September 12, cost about $40,000, and 
the election for ratification or rejec- 
tion of the Constitution will cost about 
the same. That will leave only about 
$20,000 for the expense of the conven- 
tion, itself, a sum considered entirely 
insufficient. An ordinary Legislature of 
Swenty-four members, sixty 
Gays, uses up about $24,000 of Federal 
empense money. This convention will 
Rave &@ membership of fifty-two and is 
eupected to sit at least sixty days.

CITIZENS ACCUSE HEALY NOW OF 
PERJURY. 


Expelied Journalist Is Summoned to 
Appear Before Yuma County Grand 
Jury Next Month—Resuit of Prose- 
cutions Brought by Him for Vioe- 
lence Which Were Dismissed. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

YUMA, Sept. 21.—J. J. Healy, the 
former editor of the Parker Heral, 
who was forcibly expelled from th»t 
community last spring by indignant 
citizens thereof, because of siandero.is 
utterances affecting a woman of the 
place, and who later preferred charges 
of violence against a number of Par- 
kerites in consequence, which were fin- 
ally knocked out recently by Justice 
E. L. Short at Bouse, has himself been 
haled before the law's tribunal and 
bound over by Justice Chamberlain at 
Bouse to appear before the Yuma 
county grand jury next month and an- 
swer to charges of perjury, made by 
some of the Parker citizens, whom he 
endeavored to land in durance, in re- 
venge for his expulsion. 

The Yuma County Commercial Club 
held its first meeting for several months 
last Friday and declared a dividend of 
$5 per member, this being the meth- 
od of refunding superfluous dues. In 
view of the expected visit of a party 
of government engineers, the club 
passed resolutions affirming the utmost 
confidence in Engineer Sellew and the 
local force of the Reclamation Service 
in the speedy completion of the work 
under way here. 

Henry Peyton, an attorney of Wash- 
ington, D. C., was in Yuma this week 
securing evidence and taking deposi- 
tions in the matter of claims of the 
heirs of Felipe Amavisca, a pioneer 
resident of Arizona, for damages on ac- 
count of depredations by Apache In- 
dians suffered at several times from 
1867 on, amounting to several thousand 
dollars. The Amavisca claim is but 
one of numerous others of the same na- 
ture preferred by old-time citizens and 
their heirs in various parts of the Ter- 
ritory, all of which Mr. Peyton is in- 
vestigating. 

Mulford Winsor, one of the three 
delegates elected to the Arisona Con- 
stitutional convention from Yuma 
county, has announced himself as a 
candidate for the presidency of that 
body and Inaugurated a vigorous cam- 
paign for the honor, in which he is 
backed by the Democratic Executive 
Committee of the county.

MEXICO WANTS DEATH SEN- 
TENCE COMMUTED. 


--— 


Subject of Southern Republic Sen- 
tenced to Be Hanged for Murder in 
Arizona Has Been Granted Several 
Stays of Execution—Now Citizens 
Demand Penalty Be Paid. 


(SPECIAL, CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 
YUMA (Ariz.) Sept. 20.—During the 
past year the government of . Mexico 
has waged a persistent diplomatic bat- 
tle for the life of one of its subjects 
in the United States, confined in the 
Arizona penitentiary at Florence, un- 
der sentence of death for the murder 
of Peter S. Hodges in the Fortuna 
Mountains near Yuma last June. 
Francisco Marquez, the Mexican in 
question, has had more dates set for 
his execution than any other prisoner, 
éver confined in Arizona. He made 
no denial of the killing for which he 
was sentenced to be hanged, having 
also attempted to siay a member of 
his own race at the time, alleging 
only a 1 quarrel with Hodges 
and the other in justification, and was 
speedily convicted last October and 
sentenced to be hanged in December. 
An appeal to the Territorial Supreme 
Court served as a first stay of execu- 
tion. With expectation of execution, 
Marquez made a final confession 
Father Heitz, a chaplain of the vb 
tentiary, in which he firmly asserted 
his innocence of intentional and de- 
liberate crime, and recounted in- 
stances which he claimed justified his 
act; and also claimed that he had not 
been given a fair trial at Yuma; that 
witnesses had testified falsely and 


evidence in his favor had not been 
introduced. 

Marquez, who has been a resident of 
the United States for at least six 
years, Most of this time in Yuma, 
was @ protege ofa former Governor of 
the Leon, Mexico, a 
prominent Citizen of that Republic. His 
body bears the marks of knife and 
bullet wounds, the events in which he 
received these probably 
hia leaving México.

Marquez was infatuated with the 16- 
year-old daughter of a woman with 
whom he lived on a Gila River fanch, 
and the girl testified that Hodges jal 
protected her from his unwelcome ad- 
vances. Marquez now says that 
Hodges himself was enamored of the 
girl. The girl became the mother of 
& child iast March, whose paternity 
is shroaded in doubt.

a numerousiy-signed protest, accom- 
panied by numerous affidavits affect- 
ing testimony in the case, was laid 
before Gov.

Hodges was a very 
popular man in Yuma, a former city 
official, and member of a pioneer fam- 
ily, and at the time of the killing 
posses of citizens hunted his slayor 
in the Gila River bottoms, where he 
was concealed, for a week. ;
